Despite his position as Britain’s 
leading left-wing socialist, he had 
before the war the largest volume 
of company litigation handled by 
any member of the British bar, 

If, as is regarded as likely by the

White Paper Asserts: 


War Between Britain and Vichy 
Plotted in 1940 by Pierre Laval 


LONDON, Aug. 2—(CP)—*+ 


A British white paper issued 
last night asserted that Pierre| 


Laval plotted in the fall of| 
1940, with German approval, 
to involve Britain in war with 
the Vichy French government. 

The document declared that Sir 
Samuel Hoare, (now Lord 
Templewood), British ambassador 
to Madrid, cabled the Earl of 
Halifax, then British foreign sec- 
retary, that Laval intended to use 
the French fleet and military 
units in recovering French 
colonies which had declared for 
Gen de Gaulle's Free French 
regime. 

Sir Samuel said he obtained the 
information from the French am- 
bassador. 


PROMISED SUPPORT 

Britain had promised, the paper 
aaid, to support Gen, de Gaulle and 
if the French and British fleets 
had come into conflict the then 
Vichy premier would have claimed 
jt was an act of aggression by the 
British fleet. 

“The ambassacor,” Sir Samuel 
cabled, “regards the plan as not 
only very mean, but very clever, 
He agreed with me that if it was 
carried out it would undoubtedly 
mean war between Great Britain 
and Vichy.” 

Sir Samuel's message was trans- 
mitted Nov. 4, 1940. The document 


added that the British naval attache |

For if “Forever Amber” is undesirable 
because it is frankly smutty, there are 
thousands of others equally undesirable 
because they are so distressingly dull 
This generation, the most volubly articu- 
late in history, has written more books and 
poorer books than almost any other period 
in time 

As a matter of fact, one may be per-

mediocre writing, which lays so many 
ready-made ideas before the public that 
the public has almost stopped thinking 
for itself, is not more harmful in the long 
run than the odd foolish volume which 
betrays a rather frantic and certainly 
ridiculous obsession with sex. 

For while the latter may excite certain 
obscene hilarity, the former tends to ster- 
ilize the mind. 

At any rate, why ban the book when 
banning, as experience shows, a)ways shov- 
es up the sales? Bootleg literature, like 
bootleg liquor, always wears a spurious 
halo of romance.

Drunken Drivers 


There have been two or three cases in 
the recent news of allegedly intoxicated 
drivers operating their motor cars to the 
danger of the public. These instances ap- 
pear to be intreasing in Edmonton and it 
is time something drastic was done to 
check this hazardous practice. 

One need not embark on any moral 
lecture on the evils of drunkenness to ¢s- 
tablish the point that when drunkenneess 
gets involved with motor cars there is 
bound to be trouble. Alcohol and gasoline 
simply do not mix. And when someone 
tries to mix them he gets a highly inflam- 
mable concoction indeed 

There are two points to be remembered 
in this connection: 

The first is that a motor car in the 
hands of an incompetent or uncontrolled 
tonto is as much a weapon of death as a 
arge bore gun. 

e second is that whatever merits 
may attach themselves to a convivial 
drink, it is a highly unusua] person who 
can take even an infinitesimal quantity of 
alcohol and retain that nicety of judgment 
essential to the safe operation of an auto- 
mobile. 

Drunken drivers are a public menace— 
to children, to adults and to property.

The rise of Hitler is more demon- 
traceable to a series of 
economic and social crisis than to 
a recrudescence of “Prussian Mili- 
tarism.” His leading followers were 
desperate unemployed youth and 
ruined middie classes, and it was 
as a way out of an insoluble econ- 
omic dilemma that he went to war 

The defeat of the German armies 
has not solved the sociopolitical 
problems of Europe. Wherever one 
looks, in Italy, France, Holland 
Belgium, Spain or the eastern coun- 
tries, Mr. Churchill's claim that 
this was “not an ideological war” 
sands confounded, and the discern- 
ing mind can observe in the resist- 
ance movements of al! countries 
where alone dynamic social forces 
are at work, twin movements, and 
twin yearnings—the yearning for 
freedom, and for an integrated and 
planned use of resources and man- 
power—some form of socialism. If 
a motto were to be written on al! 
the banners of dynamic Evrope it 
would be “Socialism and Liberty 
Of this, after three months in Eur- 
ope—from Prague to Paris—l have 
no doubt whatsoever.

The influence of the Soviet 
Union on European dynamics has 
arisen from Soviet socialism. The 
revulsions it has encountered have 
been because it is socialism without 
historic European and American 
freedoms 


There are those—Mr. Churchill Is 
one—who believe that socialism 
and civil liberty are incompatible 
It is foolish to dismiss that notion 


as nonsensical. There is as yet 
little proof to the contrary. But if 
they are incompatible, then the 


European dilemma cannot be solved 
in any synthesis; freedom or social- 
jem must perish, and I do not think 
it will be socialism 

Now, if there is any country on 
earth where socialism and civil 
freedoms might be synthesized into 
a civilized social and political order, 
it is Great Britain.

Hints for Furniture Buyers 


How Second-Hand Shop- 
pers Can Avoid Disap- 


pointment Later

Each day brings home 
more servicemen, and each day a 
few starting housekeep- 
ing. There has probably never been 
a time when combing second-hand 
furniture stores was such a pursuit 
it is today. What with the short- 
age of new furniture, the fad for 
reconditioned attic pieces, and the 
frequent need finding a few

HIGH PRAIRIE — For the 
three seasons forest fires have ap- 


ast 


peared in the arca near Freeman 
River, a strip of unsettled forest 
land between Edmonton and 
Grande Prairie. These fires oceur 
in the dry season, and always be- 
neath the Edmonton-Grande 
Prairie radio beam—on the daily 
plane route to the north 


Since no settlers are in the reg 
jon, forestry officials believe that 
these perplexing conflagrations are 
caused by burning cigars or cigar- 
ettes, dropped from passing planes 


However, as far as is known, no 
experiment has been conducted te 
determine if a burning cigar, dron- 
ped from a few thousand feet, will 
consume itself in transit, or remain 
@ potential fire menace 


The fact remains that disastrous 
fires are burning at Meekwap Lake, 
west, south and north of Goose 
Mountain, south of Dead Horse 
Cabin and in the Deer Mountain 
area.

Moreover, ex- 
plosive Leo Durocher already has 
demonstrated that he can direct 
a winning team for MacPhail, who 
was his boss in Brooklyn when the 
Dodgers won the pennant in 1941. 


RUMORS BECOME FACT? 

HEN MacPhail took over as 

head of Yankees last winter, 
there was a buzz of speculation 
over how long he and McCarthy 
would get along. Rumors of fric- 
tion became fact when McCarthy 
tried to resign after MacPhail criti- 
cized the club's lack of hustle. And 
MacPhail, though he emphasized 
that he held McCarthy 
didn't help to repair the 
when he peddled Hank Borowy, 
one of McCarthy's favorite pitch- 
ers, to the Cubs, 

Durocher must have had the 
feeling for more than three years 


that he has been walking on 
eggs. Considering their “north 
pole-south pole” personality
